ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A conductive member may include a conductor having a pair of opposed parallel 
surfaces and a cable guide arranged inside the conductor. In another embodiment, a 
conductive member may include a conductive bar having a pair of opposed parallel 
surfaces and a convex surface connecting respective first ends of the pair of opposed 
parallel surfaces to one another. An embodiment of a method for forming a conductive 
member includes forming a cable guide arranged inside a conductor having opposed 
parallel surfaces, where the cable guide is oriented in a direction substantially parallel to 
the opposed parallel surfaces. In an embodiment of an antenna, the antenna includes a 
conductor having a pair of opposed lateral surfaces, and a cable guide arranged inside the 
conductor and oriented in a direction substantially parallel to that of the opposed parallel 
surfaces.
